Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 21-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a method to determine when an oil change is required in a machine wherein a 
passive odorant added to a lubricating oil to distinguish from an inherent odor is placed in a 
lubricating oil and detected by an electronic nose in order to determine when an oil change is 
required.
